Among interesting places on trail is walled cem- 
etery where marker designates burial place of 
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Utah has a band of history 
across its center — that when 
traveled after the snow melts in 
the spring — glitters with histo- 
ry like the stones in a diamond 
tiara.

The route was made famous 
during the short-lived run of the 
PE from April 3, 1860 until Oct. 
24, 1861, when the transconti- 
nental telegraph connection at 
Salt Lake City spelled its doom.
